Local debate bores into issue 
of onshore Exxon oil-gas plant

An oil firm executive and a public 
interest lawyer mixed it up last night in 
a local debate focused on what is 
probably the hottest issue in Santa 
Barbara County 
the Exxon gas 
plant proposal. 
Only about 75 Lompocans half-filled 
the Little Theater at Lompoc High 
School to hear the exchanges between 
W. Monte Taylor and Frank Sarguis. 
Taylor is Exxon’s western division 
environmental conservation manager 
and president of Clean Seas Inc., an oil 
industry oil spill cleanup co-op. Sarguis 
is president of the 1,700-member Get Oil 
Out (GOO), a South Coast based 
conservationist group. 
This May 27, county voters will decide * 
if Exxon will install a $36 million oil and 
gas facility on 15 acres in Las Flores 
Canyon, an offshoot from the larger 
Corral Canyon and a mile and a half 
inland from the coast. 
On Feb. 10, the County Board of 
Supervisors voted 3-2 to approve the

facility but soon after some 22,000 
signatures 
on 
referendum 
petitions 
forced the issue into the voting booth. 
The onshore facility is designed to 
separate natural gas and impurities 
from crude oil piped in from three to 
five new drilling platforms to be erected 
five miles out to sea. The first of the 
platforms on the Santa Ynez Unit, which 
cost Exxon $218 million in 1968, will sit 
in 850 feet of water. This is almost twice 
as deep as any oil platform has ever 
been erected to date. 
According to Taylor, the platform is 
already under construction and 
“the 
platform will be installed in the channel 
in 1976 regardless of the outcome of 
this referendum.” 
If Exxon loses the referendum, Taylor 
said, the firm will immediately proceed 
with an offshore alternative 
a 
converted tanker permanently buoyed 
near the platform The tanker would 
separate impurities from the crude oil, 
Taylor said, but Would not produce 
natural 
gas. 
One 
of 
the 
major 
differences between the onshore and 
offshore options, the engineer said, is 
the peak 77 million cubic feet of gas per 
day that would be lost to California 
power plants and homes with the 
operation. 
Sarguis asserted that the onshore gas 
plant and offshore platform are really 


one issue: 
“A yes vote means having the offshore 
(platform) and the onshore (plant) for 
sure,” he said. A no vote means no 
onshore and, 1 submit, no offshore for 
now ... I’m telling you that the issue is 
offshore as much as it is onshore and 
that’s 
why 
it’s 
so 
critical. 
And, 
environmentally, 
I 
think 
Santa 
Barbarans could be the last to be told 
what it means environmentally .” The 
briery haired attorney noted that the gas 
commercialization would not begin until 
1978 and that the 77 million cubic feet 
per 
day 
figure 
represents 
peak 
development of the field. 
Sarguis also took issue with Taylor’s 
statement that Exxon obtained all the 
required 
go-aheads 
from 
the 
government 
when 
the 
Interjor 
Department approved the platform in 
federal waters on Aug. 16, 1974. (State 
jurisdiction extends only to the three 
mile limit). 
“ N ow here 
did 
I 
find 
any 
environmental review of that offshore 
(oil purifying) plant, the one you say 
Exxon is going to put out there if we 
don’t let them do it on shore, 
he 
reported. 
“ I 
say 
there s 
no 
environmental 
impact report that s 
been prepared on the shore thing 
(converted tanker).”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite a 
last minute appeal from President Ford, 
the House today rejected legislation to 
authorize $327 million in assistance 
funds for South Vietnamese refugees. 
The action, on a 246 to 162 vote, meant 
the compromise measure, which was 
comfortably approved by the Senate 
Friday, was dead. 
Ford sent a letter to Speaker Carl 
Albert requesting immediate action on 
the bill and promising that no more 
American troops would be sent back to 
Vietnam. 
The President said the bill was 
the 
most expeditious method of obtaining 
funds which are now desperately needed 
for the care and transportation of 
homeless refugees." 
“The Congress may be assured that I 
do not intend to send the armed forces of 
the United States back into Vietnamese 
territory,” Ford said. 
But the House ignored the President s 
plea and voted down the measure. 
One hour of spirited debate proceeded 
the vote. 
“The issue is money,” Rep Thomas 
Morgan, D-Pa., chairman of the House 
International 
Relations 
Committee, 
said, his voice rising in emotion. “We’ve 
been pulling people out of the water 
■—what do we intend to do? Pick them up 
out of the water and throw them back in 
again?” 
Critics of 
the 
bill charged 
that 
numerous provisions were outdated, and 
might provide legal authority for the 
President to re-introduce U.S. troops in 
Vietnam. 
“This is a mindless act, 
Rep. Philip 
Burton, D-Calif , charged. 
Rep Charles W. Whalen, R-Ohio.,said 
the 
bill 
would 
enshrine 
into 
law 
provisions waiving five prohibitions 
against the use of American troops in 
Vietnam. 
The 
House 
was 
left 
with 
two 
immediate options: either call up the 
earlier House version of the bill which 
the Senate amended and ask for a new 
conference, or draft an entirely new bill. 
Morgan told newsmen after the vote 
he was not certain what to do next But 
he indicated that he will probably favor 
developing a new bill. 
In his letter, Ford estimated that the 
administration would need more than 
$400 million to care for the refugees. 
Ford estimated that 70,000 evacuees 
are now located “on various safe haven 
islands” or on American or charter 
vessels. He said they will have to be 
cared for. 
Rep. 
Thomas 
Morgan, 
D-Pa., 
chairman of the House International 


Relations Committee, strongly backed 
consideration of the bill, saying, “We 
picked all these people up What are we 
going to do? Throw them back into the 
water?” 
Within the House there is considerable 
criticism about the bill with some 
members feeling it is outdated, and 
others critical that it could supply 
m oney 
through 
in tern a tio n a l 
organizations and the United Nations for 
South Vietnamese war victims still in 
Vietnam under Communist control. 
On Wednesday, the Senate Foreign 
R e la tio n s 
C o m m ittee 
voted 
unanimously to approve $50 million in 
relief for war victims in Cambodia The 
money

Sen Dick Clark, D-Iowa . said he may 
try to amend that proposal to include 
about $100 million for war victims in

The committee delayed reporting its 
recommendation to the Senate until it 
sees what the House does with a bill 
providing $327 million in humanitarian 
aid for South Vietnamese

ranging from outright hostility to deep 
concern. 
In Barlow, Ark , near Ft. Chaffee, one 
of the three relocation centers being 
used to house the refugees, one woman 
promised to be out with some of her 
neighbors carrying protest signs when 
the first contingent of refugees arrives 
Friday or Saturday. 
Mrs. Johnnie Calhoun said she and 
some friends planned a not-so-friendly 
welcome for the newcomers. 
“They say it’s a lot colder here than it 
is in Vietnam,” she said “With a little 
luck, maybe they’ll take pneumonia and 
die.” 
Her attitude was deplored by church 
leaders in Little Rock who issued a 
statement welcoming the refugees to 
Arkansas 
“Many of our ancestors came to this 
continent 
also 
as 
refugees,” 
the 
statement said "Others came as slaves 


and indentured servants Yet they found 
here a home in which to rebuild their 
shattered lives. 


“Our past history along with our 
Lord’s command that we share our 
blessings with others causes us to 
welcome this opportunity of ministering 
to this new group of people.” 
In Niceville Fla., near Eglin Air Force 
Base, another haven for the refugees 
where the first of them also are 
expected Friday or Saturday, townspeo­ 
ple pondered the effect of their arrival 
might have. 


“Everybody is thinking, “Why are they 
coming here? ” said Bob Whitfield, a 
lifelong resident of the town of 9,000 
persons, most of whom depend on the 
military for their paychecks.

Triumphant North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong forces reported crushing the 
last pockets of anti-Commumst re­ 
sistance in South Vietnam today and 
vowed to smash any new outbreaks of 
opposition. 
The Communists, in a statement 
broadcast by Radio Saigon, said the 
victorious army defeated diehard South 
Vietnamese defenders in the Mekong 
Delta, the last stronghold of the fallen 
government. 
“All provinces of the Mekong Delta 
have been liberated, 
the Viet Cong 
said. 
The new regime, in a broadcast 
monitored in Bangkok, also confiscated 
all 
“ industrial, 
agricultural 
and 
commercial establishments — the first 
step in setting up a Communist society 
in South Vietnam 
The Viet Cong, in a communique 
relayed by the New China news agency 
in Peking, vowed to “resolutely smash 


all acts of resistance against the 
liberation army.” 
But 
the 
communique 
warned 
Communist soldiers against touching 
“even a needle or thread of the people 
and promised to protect “the lives and 
property” of foreigners. 
International 
communications with 
Saigon were erratic in the wake of the 
Communist takeover of the city.

Poorly fed, poorly cared for horses 
are not limited to Lompoc Valley 
“It’s not just in our area,” exclaimed 
Mrs. Cyndie Hoard, a local horse owner. 
“It’s all over People just don’t know 
A recent UPI story with a Sacramento 
dateline 
recounted 
that 
two 
assemblymen have introduced animal 
abuse legislation prompted by the 
discovery of starving horses on the 
Chino ranch of famed racehorse breeder 
Rex Ellsworth 
‘ One bill AB1043 would require 
veterinary physicians to report animal 
abuse to the nearest animal control 
shelter or police department. 
“The other measure AB 1038 would 
allow creditors such as banks to seek an 
injunction to require debtors to care for 
animals which are security for loans If 
animals are not properly cared for, the 
lawmakers said, the court could order 


the secured party to take possession of 
the horses and maintain them. 
Chuck Patton, La Salle Canyon Stable 
owner 
and 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Riders 
president, pointed out that the great 
majority of horse owners in Lompoc 
take fine care of their animals 
It is not unusual for a horse owner to 
feed someone else s horse when he sees 
the animal has gone without eating for a 
few days and it is not uncommon to find 
owners bringing “pressure to bear ” on 
another owner who could do a better job 
of attending his horse, the Record was 
informed 
Still area horse owners can suggest 
ways for increasing the general care of 
horses in Lompoc and elsewhere 
To start, parents who plan to buy 
horses for their children should take the 
time to learn the t/ne cost of owning 
these costly animals. Some horses, it 
was cited, 
receive 
abuse 
because 
parents and other owners do not want to 
spend all the money necessary to 
properly maintain a pleasure horse. 


especially in these inflationary times. 
“Horses are expensive pets,” said 
Mrs. Eleanor J. Robb, owner of Mission 
Hills Stables, "so you shouldn’t own 
them unless you can afford them 
Mrs. Hoard estimates the monthly 
cost — once the basic equipment has 
been bought (saddle, blankets, etc.) — 
for hay feed alone is about $50. 
Secondly, children and new owners 
should enroll in a horse care and 
handling class such as the one taught by 
John Morgan periodically in the Lompoc 
Adult School at Lompoc Senior High 
School. 
“I sell John Morgan," remarked 
farrier Don Deveny of Lompoc 
Mrs Robb recommends new owners 
pick up material on horses at the 
library, in addition to recommending 
Morgan 
Thirdly, stable owners should monitor 
the treatment of horses boarded in their 
stables 
“A lot of stable owners don t give a 
damn about the horses. They are only 


interested in renting space,” objected 
Mrs. Hoard 
Mrs Robb and Patton feel that stable 
owners such as themselves should 
enforce certain rules that all horse 
owners should follow — rules as basic as 
feeding a horse twice a day and keeping 
the animal on a correct worming 
program. 
Mrs. Robb said she keeps a written 
record on all the horses boarded at her 
stable for the type of care Patton said 
he personally checks the horses in his 
stable for daily feed, and he has a rule 
that each corral must be cleaned out 
once a week 
There is a way, though, to have all 
stable owners monitor the care of their 
boarded horses 
This would be by 
requiring stable owners to do so as a 
responsibility of their conditional use 
permit 
However, before this requirement can 
be imposed, the county would have to 
enforce its zoning laws which require 
stables to operate with a CUP 


An unknown number of valley stables 
operate illegally because the owners 
have never bothered to obtain a permit, 
according to John Gorin, north county 
representative to the Santa Barbara 
County Planning Commission 
In addition, nearly all other property 
owners who rent space, for example, in 
their backyards to board a horse or two 
are violating county zoning laws 
A 
permit is necessary for this kind of land 
use also (except in areas zoned general 
agriculture» 
Only two CUP have ever been issued 
for stables in Lompoc Valley, as far as 
Gorm knows Both have been up for 
renewal for over a year 
The CUP of La Salle Canyon Stables 
expired on Dec 11. 1973 and the CUP of 
Mission Hills Stables expired on Feb 23. 
1974 
“We are aware that there are a hell of 
a 
lot of 
stables that don t 
have 
conditional use permits that we can t 
police, remarked Gorin 
Criticism was voiced to this writer 


about the dilapidated and hazardous 
conditions of some Lompoc* stables This 
problem could be rectified also through 
the CUP 
Possibly the CUP is the best tool for 
achieving the above improvements, as 
stables are not inspected by the county 
health department. Animal Control, or 
any other agency 
Officer Bernard Gustitus of Animal 
Control. V Street and Central Avenue, 
explained “there is no way his branch 
office could now routinely inspect valley 
stables the staff is too small and their 
area of responsibility »which includes 
Santa Ynez Valley»is too large, he said 
Along with improper feeding and care 
of horses, new riders, mostly young 
ones, are guilty of improperly riding 
their mounts 
They re doing things that will get 
them killed or the animals killed, 
reported Deveny 
In other words, said Deveny. ‘ parents 
should not use horses for baby sitters 
All around, some horses have it pretty 
bad

Morale at the base hospital, 
he contended, is low because 
the physicians feel they don’t 
have a voice m improving the 
quality of health care provided 
"W e discussed problems at 
staff meetings weekly for over

year 
and 
encountered 
indifference, frustrations, and 
administrative override of the 
majority opinions. Even the 


meeting minutes were often 
edited to show a minority 
opinion or have the will of the 
hospital 
administration 
prevail,” he declared 
Dr. Stauffer outlined some of 
the changes 
that need to be 
employed at the hospital as 
emphasis 
on 
quality, 
not 
quantity; more time allowance 
for continuation of physician’s 
medical education; and better 
hospital leadership. 
During 
yesterday’s 
press 
conference. 
Col. 
Marshall 
read, “ When any evidence of 
alleged 
malpractice 
or

Those who took shelter at the 
embassy included 515 French 
citizens and 95 persons of other 
nationalities, including at least 
six Americans.

France broke relations with 
the Cambodian government of 
former President Lon Nol and 
recognized the Khmer Rouge 
five days before their victory 
Based on this, France advised 
its citizens to remain in the 
country.

shelving the matter, there was 
a second vote to send the 
nomination to the full Senate 
with a recommendation against 
confirmation 
Procunier initially indicated 
he might withdraw rather than 
carry the battle to the Senate 
floor, but later changed his 
mind 
Until he quits or the Senate 
votes 
against 
confirmation, 
Procunier will continue at the 
$32,556-a-year position 
The Adult Authority deter­ 
mines the length of sentences 
and parole dates on a case-by- 
case basis for the more than 
25,000 men now incarcerated in 


state prisons. 
The Senate normally allows a 
governor to appoint whomever 
he wants to government posi­ 
tions. especially early in an 
administration 
Assemblyman Ken Meade 
DBerkeley, testified Procunier 
“symbolically represents the 
past, 
and 
we need to go 
forward ’’ 
Meade 
criticized 
Brown for making the appoint 
ment and “disappointing so 
many people who are con 
cemed about conditions in the 
prisons ” 
But Kennick pointed out what 
he said were significant re 
forms made by Procunier. 
including the hiring of women 
prison guards in men’s prisons 
and programs to recruit more 
minorities for prison jobs

Cooking talents

So tasty were the dishes served at the Lompoc Grange luau last week that a 
request was made for recipes to share with Record readers. Kindly 
responding was Estelle (Mrs. Johnnie) Fraters who finds these good for 
potluck dinners and fine as well for family meals. 


Meat Casserole 
1 cup long grain rice 
1 lb. ground round steak 
2 lge. Spanish onions, chopped fine 
2 cups chopped celery 
1 small can water chestnuts, drained and chopped 
1 can mushroom soup 
1 can water 


12 cup soy sauce 
1 can bean sprouts, drained well 
1 small can mushrooms, drained 
1 small bell pepper 
Fry rice in a little oil until brown. (Be sure to stir often as rice will burn 
very easily.) Use medium flame. Add onion and saute a little. Add the meat 
and fry. Mix thoroughly with rice and onion. 
Drain off excess fat. Add can of cream of mushroom soup and can of water; 
mix thoroughly. Add soy sauce and mushrooms; add chestnuts and sliced bell 
pepper Stir well. Pour into large baking dish and lastly add the well drained 
bean sprouts Bake 14 hours in a covered casserole at 35 degrees. Sprinkle 
chopped almonds over the top before serving 


Tamale Pie 
2tbsp. shortening 
1 clove garlic, minced 
3 tbsp. sliced onion 
1 lb ¿round round 
2 tbsp chopped green pepper 
2 cups cooked tomatoes 
4 cup raisins 
4 cup chopped olives 
1 can com ( sm all) 
2 tsp chili powder 
4 tsp. cloves 
4 tsp black pepper 
2 tsp. salt 


4 to 1 cup com meal 
2-3 cups water t boiling» 
salt to taste 
Heat shortening in frying pan; add onions, meat, garlic and green pepper 
Cook until lightly browned Add the tomatoes, raisins, olives, corn, chili 
powder, cloves, pepper and salt. Allow all to simmer while preparing the 
mush 


Cook the corn meal in boiling water, adding the meal gradually and stirring 
all the time. Cook until thick Grease a large baking dish and line the sides 
and bottom with a layer of mush Place the meat mixture in the dish, then put 
a layer of mush over the top. Bake in a moderate oven (325 degrees) for 30-40 
minutes.

1 lge. onion, chopped 
2 tbsp. shortening 
4 lb. shell macaroni 
1 qt. boiling salted water 
1 cup whole kernel com 
2 small cans tomato sauce (Spanish style >

Brown ground round and onion in shortening Boil macaroni in salted water 
Drain. Combine with remaining ingredients except the cheese, in greased 
casserole. Season well with salt and pepper Sprinkle with cheese and bake at 
350 degrees about 30 minutes. 
For an exceptionally good dessert which disappeared quickly at the luau.

Lemon Pineapple Bisque 
I can crushed pineapple (9 oz.) 
14 cups boiling water < approx. I 
1 pkg. lemon Jello 
4 cup sugar 
1 lemon, juice and grated rind 
1 can evaporated milk (14 oz.) 
2 pkgs. Nabisco sugar wafers, crushed 
Drain juice from pineapple and add to boiling water to make 14 cups liquid 
Add Jello, sugar, lemon juice and grated rind Chill. Pour evaporated milk in 
refrigerator tray and freeze until bottom and edges harden; beat with electric 
mixer until it doubles in volume. (It should come almost to the top of your 
large mixing dowl ) Beat Jello. Add Jello to canned milk and beat. Fold in 
pineapple. Line bottom of 9x13 pan with crushed crumbs; pour in mixture and 
sprinkle top with remainder of crumbs.

Econom ic 
uncertainties, 
international energy policies 
and soaring labor costs are 
combining to cast a dark cloud 
over America's budding plans 
to cook the oil out of western 
shale deposits 
The 
Interior 
Department 
only 
a 
few 
weeks 
ago 
announced plans to speed up its 
research 
and 
prototype 
development 
of 
shale 
oil 
processing. 
If 
all 
goes as 
planned, oil companies could 
start 
commercial 
shale oil 
production in the 1960s using 
newly developed techniques. 
“The question is, will they?” 
Harry 
R. 
Johnson, 
acting 
director of the department’s 
energy research and develop­ 
ments efforts, told UPI in an 
interview. 
“Will the major companies 
commit to spending money in 
large amounts for the actual 
development 
(of 
shale 
oil 
plants) that could cost as much 
as $1 billion each? 
“I think the answer anyone 
would give to you now is no, not 
under the present conditions.” 
In 
the 
past 
year 
alone, 
construction costs have gone up 
50 
per 
cent 
compared 
to 
average increases of only 4 to 6 
per cent a year during the 
previous 50 years. Johnson said 
this had rendered all past 
economic projections useless. 


“Another thing is the govern­ 
ment’s apparent attempt to 
drive down international oil 
prices,” he said. 
"So not only do you have 
increased costs, but you have 
an unknown value for your 
product when you finally get it. 


“The bottom line is that if we 
want an oil shale industry, the 
government is going to have to 
share some of the risks. We are 
in the process of looking in 
some depth right now at how 
this might be accomplished 
Johnson said the government 
is looking at a wide range of 
possibilities 
including 
price 
support, 
purchase 
price 
agreements, loan guarantees 
and accelerated depreciation 
programs to see which would 
offer the highest incentive to 
industry with the least actual 
involvement 
of 
government 
money. 


He 
said 
President 
Ford 
probably would announce the 
results of that investigation 
before the year is out.

Interior Department calcula­ 
tions show oil shale beds, 
located primarily in Colorado, 
Utah 
and 
Wyoming, 
might 
ultimately add as much as 600 
billion barrels of petroleum to 
America's energy resources 
But tapping that treasure is 
nowhere nearly as easy as 
drilling conventional oil wells 
A whole new industry must be 
developed from scratch to do 
it. 
Raw oil shale looks like dry. 
layered rock with dark and 
light bands in alternate layers 
When heated, the sedimen­ 
tary rock yields a hydrocarbon 
product called shale oil that 
can be refined into the full 
range of petroleum products 
The rocky residue expands to 50 
per cent more than its original 
volume during heating, and the 
waste 
somehow 
must 
be 
disposed of. 
Initial efforts are aimed at 
digging the rock out of the 
ground, cooking the oil out of it 
and dumping the residue in 
nearby canyons 
But potentially more environ­ 
mentally 
satisfactory 
tech­ 
niques, 
far less thoroughly 
proven than the surface proc­ 
essing 
methods, 
also 
are 
planned to do the cooking 
underground by pulverizing the 
shale with an explosion and 
then setting fire to it. Released 
oil could then be drawn off 
using 
conventional 
drilling 
techniques 
What the government hopes 
to do initially is get the oil 
industry to build experimental 
prototype plants at several 
sites, testing out both full-scale 
production techniques and the 
environmental impact of those 
techniques. 
Leases of 
four sites on 
government owned land, two in 
Colorado and two in Utah, were 
auctioned last year. At those 
four locations, strip mining and 
above-ground 
process 
tech­ 
niques will be tested. 
An attempt to auction two 
tracts in Wyoming last year 
failed because none of the bids 
was high enough. Companies 
are now being asked to select 
two other 
more promising 
Wyoming sites by June 13 for 
leases that might be auctioned 
next year. 
The 
Interior 
Department 
plan calls for hitherto untested 
underground processing tech­ 
niques at the Wyoming sites. 
Such underground or “in-site 
processing technique would use 
only half the water of above 
ground 
processing, 
would 
greatly reduce waste disposal 
problems and would eliminate 
m a n y 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
objections.

bodies after death to medicine 
and an official of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s Humanity Gifts Regis­ 
try 
says 
the

and researchers. 
Dr. Robert J. Merklin, an 
associate professor of anatomy 
at Jefferson Medical College 
and executive secretary of the 
Registry, said the number of 
bodies 
donated 
in 
1973-74 
compared to a similar period 
seven years earlier increased 
from 69 to 221. But the state 
agency is receiving less un­ 
claimed bodies than it used to. 
M erklin’s 
organization, 
which provides dead bodies for 
medical schools and research­ 
ers statewide, was established 
in 1969 after the state passed 
the Universal Donor Act, which 
simplified the system for body 
donation. A similar law has 
been adopted in all 50 states 
“Under the law,” Merklin 
said, “a person can fill out a 
donor’s card and indicate on 
there whether he wishes to 
donate his total body, only 
some parts or certain organs 
when he dies. The card is 
witnessed by two persons and is 
a legal document.” 
The vast majority of people 
simply designate their entire 
body and about 60 per cent of 
the 361 bodies received by the 
state’s medical schools last 
year were donated. The re­ 
maining 40 per cent were 
unclaimed bodies. Merklin said 
the organization has well over 
10,000 donor cards on file. 
The organization, through its

Students break card house record 
with delicate, 28-story structure 


PASADENA (UPI) — Remember when you were a kid and used 
to build a house made of playing cards? 
The first "stories” were easy but as you went higher and higher 
you had to put the cards in place with the gentlest touch and you 
were careful not to breathe on the tower. 
Your hand began to tremble ever so slightly and about the sixth 
or seventh level the minaret came down like a house of cards. 
How about a structure 28 floors high? Impossible, you say9 
Not for the budding scientists and engineers at the California 
Institute of Technology Remember, this is the place where they 
measure the slightest tremor of an earthquake and plot the 
trajectory of spacecraft that voyage to Mercury and Venus 
Well, all work, etc., as they say. Cal Tech seniors David 
Novikoff, 21, a physics and math major, and Ted Michon, 22, 
electrical engineering major, decided to take a shot at breaking 
the world record of 27 stories listed in the Guiness Book of World 
Records. 
Each story was constructed in the manner that Novikoff 
recalled learning as a small boy. 
Two cards were leaned against each other vertically to form an 
upside-down “V.” Four cards were added to make walls and two 
more were used for the flat roof which also served as the floor for 
the next story. 
As with so many card house builders, vibration of the human 
hand was a main problem. Novikoff devised a cardboard platform 
on which to install the next layer, put it in place and remove it 
with a special tool. 
The evenness of the base platform is another essential But the 
pair, using a plumb line from the ceiling, managed to level it to 
within 0.18 degrees of true horizontal. They hung the metal plumb 
in a flask to prevent it being accidentally knocked into the card 
tower and filled the flask with water. 
Twice they tied the worW record, only to have the buildings 
collapse when they tried to -dd the 28th story Then they watched 
a slow motion videotape of the collapsing card and learned they 
weren’t building it straight enough. 
On the next attempt they succeeded The 28-story structure 
stood over 5 Vk feet high and contained 224 cards. They tried to add 
a 29th floor but when Michon added the second wall, the 
skyscraper swayed and collapsed.

Open records 


The 
California 
Assembly 
has taken 
an unprecedented 
action that will allow all us 
taxpayers to see exactly how 
the 
state 
legislature, 
the 
Governor’s 
office 
and 
the 
courts spend our tax dollars. 
On April 22, the lower house 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
to 
approve legislation sponsored 
by Assemblyman Leon Ralph 
of Los Angeles which will give 
access to a variety of fiscal 


records maintained by the 
three branches of California’s 
government. Included will be 
expenses 
incurred 
by 
our 
government officials for such 
things 
as 
gasoline 
credit 
card s, 
telephone 
calls, 
postage 
and 
other 
office 
supplies. 
Exempt from public perusal 
will 
be 
such 
records 
as 
personnel and medical files 
and correspondence between 


legislators and constituents. 
Detailed and specific travel 
and 
telephone records are 
also exempt from inspection. 
From any point of view, 
other than that of the officials 
who take advantage of our tax 
dollars and their positions, 
this legislation is a landmark 
bill. We are exhilarated by our 
assembly’s action, and hope 
the Senate will follow suit 
when its turn comes. 


This being National Law Day it is 
appropriate 
to 
comment 
upon 
the 
manner in which criminal defense is 
currenUy handled As far as the average 
Californian is concerned the issue of 
adequate counsel in a criminal case may 
never arise. However, in cases too 
numerous as far as individual victims of 
circumstance are involved, law abiding 
citizens 
have 
been 
accused 
and 
compelled to stand trial for offenses of 
which they were completely innocent 
While most such situations may 
revolve around mistaken identity, some 
arise from investigative mistakes In 
murder a motive is sought. One may be 
singled out and prosecuted solely on 
circumstantial evidence merely because 
he was the only one with a motive so far 
discovered. Other equally nightmarish 
cases can 
involve crimes where 
imprisonment 
is 
threatened 
simply 
because zealous prosecutors misread 
the evidence Also there are many cases 
where acts are not deliberate or with 
intent yet, if conviction follows, loss of 
liberty will result. 


Under 
laws 
which 
require 
all 
defendants 
in 
criminal 
cases 
be 
represented by counsel, those without 
funds have long been represented by 
public defenders or court appointed 
counsel. But the courts have ruled that 
such counsel must be “effective and no 
longer can young attorneys be given the 
chore as a means of gaining experience 


In an able article published in the 
University 
of 
San 
Francisco Law 
Journal (Summer 1974), Gregory J. 
Rockwell traces the development of the 
courts requirements upon the states “of 
ensuring that defendants in criminal 
cases 
receive 
legal 
representation 
w hich 
m e e ts 
w ith 
m in im u m 
requirements,” declares that “the need 
for a new approach” is here, and 
concludes that the requirements have 
been set forth by the courts and met by 


the states “ in a haphazard, confusing 
and unfair manner.” 
He contends the courts have used 
"vague, generalized terms and phrases 
in their references to requirements for 
the quality of representation to be 
deemed adequate. He holds that even 
though 
the 
court 
seems 
to 
have 
substituted the "harsh standard” that a 
trial must be reduced to "a farce of 
sham” before being inadequate with the 
rule that the trial was "fundamentally 
unfair," the lack of guidelines from the 
court as to effective counsel leaves the 
issue up to the individual judges guided 
only by their individual sensibilities 
It is Rockwell’s contention that all 
citizens are entitled to this protection of 
having effective counsel which most 
Californians 
will 
find 
particularly 
interesting. For it puts forward another 
channel of thought not touched upon by 
him That is representation for those 
who are not indigents. It is a well 
established fact that the ordinary citizen 
can 
be 
financially 
ruined 
by 
the 
necessity to defend himself on a 
criminal charge The late noted lawyer, 
Jake Erhlich, disclosed his fee 
for 
defending one charged with murder was 
"everything he had 
Yet, according to some studies, more 
than 80 per cent of those tried on 
criminal charges are defended by 
lawyers compensated with public funds 
If that be true, why shouldn’t every 
citizen be accorded defense counsel by 
the public? 
The issue is whether our system of 
justice is fair when an innocent person 
may be bankrupt by the necessity to 
prove innocence? Or whether one with 
limited funds is indeed able to get 
"effective” 
counsel 
under 
such 
circumstances. 
As Rockwell’s article reveals, the 
courts have yet to give full attention to 
the problem arising from non-indigent 
citizens having inadequate counsel.

Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu’s 
resignation 
recalls Richard Nixon's. Both were 
forced out, both overstayed their tune, 
both gave relief by going. Neither man 
had much magnetism or strong personal 
following Both departures were tragic. 
I have just read over the Nixon 
farewell address and it is couched in 
affecting, not to say lofty, terms. There 
is no use sneering at it: “ I would say 
only that if some of my judgments were 
wrong — and some were wrong — they 
were made in what I believed at the 
time to be the best interests of the 
nation.” This is the right note for a 
tremendous concluding episode; he is 
leaving his despair to history and God. 
Thieu’s 
hour-and-a-half 
harangue 
blames Americans, who gave so many 
lives to keep him in power. At least in 
translation it is paltry. It is to be hoped 
that this mortifying episode will not be 
forgotten in America soon. Vietnam is 
the classic example of the master 
becoming captive of the servant, the 
super-power controlled by its puppet- 
state If America and Russia ever make 
nuclear war it will not be over frontal 
disputes; it will be over some rival 
pygmy client states, probably about a 
petty 
issue 
that could 
have been 
avoided. 
We became so tied to Thieu that we 
had to flatter him, coddle him, obey 
him; it reversed the laws of nature as 
though the sun had to obey the moon.

When the normal law of gravity finally 
reasserted itself, the moon felt abused, 
betrayed. 
Betrayal, I suspect, occurred. It is 
hard to read the story without that 
feeling. Note that if Thieu was using 
Nixon, Nixon was using Thieu. Let us 
start when that proud man, Lyndon 
Johnson, 
finally 
decided 
that 
his 
military advisers and his inherited staff 
from Kennedy’s regime, the "best and 
the brightest,” had led him into a blind 
alley and that the United States could 
not win the war by sending in more 
troops. He faced the tragedy of his false 
assumptions and, on March 31, 1968, 
halted bombing above the 20th parallel, 
called for peace negotiations, and said 
he would not run. He did not attend the 
Democratic Chicago convention in 1968, 
and in 1972 they did not even hang his 
picture in the main hall of the Miami 
convention. 
But why should Thieu in 1968 go along 
with the Democrats in seeking peace? 
American power kept him in office and 
he saw no reason for helping out 
candidate 
Hubert 
Humphrey; 
he 
probably sensed that Nixon would bid up 
his terms and, in an unseemly dilatory 
maneuver, he balked at the shape of the 
negotiating table. It is odd to reflect now 
how a helpful nudge from a little 
Asiatic, 8000 miles away, might have 
benefited Humphrey and changed one of 
the closest presidential races in US 
history. Nixon beat Humphrey only by 
seven-tenths of one per cent while the 
Democrats won Congress. If Humphrey 
had been elected in 1968 he would 
probably be completing his second term 
now! What should we have done without 
Watergate? 
Richard Nixon won, restored cozy 
relations with Thieu, and gave hun veto 
power over slow peace negotiations. 
Americans were disillusioned by now 
and even the window-dressing of Thieu’s 
"re-election” in a one-candidate contest 
did not restore faith. They wanted to 
save face and get out. Gradually 
American troops were withdrawn but 
then, in 1972, came a new sticking point. 
Secretary Kissinger announced that 
“peace is at hand” just before the 
election. 
But still cease-fire didn’t 
come. 
President Thieu wanted a sign. He 
wanted to be sure that the Americans 
didn’t go away and forget him. So 
President Nixon gave him a terrible 
sign. He ordered the Christmas time 
"carpet-bombing” of Hanoi, Haiphong 
and the industrial heartland of North

Vietnam. Peasants below, men, women 
and children, were killed as the great B- 
52s swept over. Theoretically this was 
the Nixon maneuver designed td bring 
the Communists to the peace table-a 
decision made without consultation with 
Congress or advisers, by the recluse in 
the White House. 
But Thieu’s speech last week gives 
more and more weight to the theory that 
Messrs. 
Nixon and Kissinger were 
trying to convince him that there was no 
limit 
to 
which 
the United States 
wouldn’t go, if only he would sign the 
revised agreement. He did not want to 
sign until the Communist troops who had 
infiltrated South Vietnam were cleaned 
out. A reasonable request, on the whole, 
from his viewpoint. But Hanoi wouldn’t 
agree to this and Messrs. 
Nixon- 
Kissinger were getting impatient. He 
signed up and now feels betrayed. 
"1 won a solid pledge,” he said last( 
week. He told his defeated nation in his* 
emotional 
televised 
address 
with 
considerable 
verisim ilitude 
that 
President 
Nixon 
had 
given 
him 
assurances of continuing help. 
It is hard not to believe, in retrospect, 
that this isn’t so, that Nixon-Kissinger 
did 
not 
make 
extra-legal, 
extra- 
Constitutional representations of future 
military assistance. President Ford 
declines to make public the Nixon-Thieu 
correspondence. He says that it does not 
go further than the published material 
we already have. I am inclined to think 
this 
is 
correct. 
The 
so-called 
understanding, or "pledge,” was more a 
m atter of how words were pronounced 
than the words themselves. Messrs. 
Nixon-Kissinger had no legal right to 
commit the United States to a future 
course of action, and there was little 
reason for believing that Congress or 
the nation would resume energetic 
intervention. But, Nixon had just won an 
election landslide which would keep him 
in office till January 1977, and he was 
ready to turn over mountains of military 
supplies to Vietnam. So Thieu signed. 
What does America do now? It is 
chastened and subdued, and Europeans 
ask if it has lost its nerve. I see no sign 
of it if only we can persuade Messrs. 
Ford-Kissinger-Rockefeller not to keep 
implying that Congress is to blame. 
After another war, far greater than this, 
the United States produced the Marshall 
Plan 
in 
1947; 
When 
Republican 
Vandenberg heard of the Truman $17 
billion plan he upbraided Jam es Reston 
of the New York Times for printing such 
drivel: "No administration would dare 
to come to the Senate with a proposal 
like that,” he declared. Truman did, and 
Vandenberg 
ultim ately 
led 
the 
successful fight for it — one of the most 
glorious moments in American history. 
Now the small nations of Southeast 
Asia lie crushed and bloody with an evil 
that the US helped produce. There is 
some sort of moral obligation for 
America there, though we may not be 
able to define it. Perhaps, when wounds 
have healed a 
little, 
we 
can do 
somethme about it. 


WASHINGTON - Sifting the true from 
the false in examining the fall of South 
Vietnam will be an endless pursuit. As 
reflected in Congress and the public 
opinion polls, most people would like to 
get it over with and forget it. 
B ut 
w h ile 
repeatedly declaring 
th a t 
he 
has 
no 
intention of pointing 
the figure of blame, 
P r e s id e n t 
F o rd 
continues to worry the 
is s u e 
w ith 
an 
uncomfortable 
awareness that he is 
the 
commander-in­ 
chief at the moment of 
this grim climax. He 
can hardly speak the 
truth, which is that he 
inherited the Vietnam 
d is a s te r,fo r 
th a t 
would be to pass a 
large share of the 
blame 
to 
his 
im­ 
mediate predecessor, 
Richard Nixon. And it 
was Nixon who made 
Ford President. 
So much of Ford’s motivation in 
pounding of Congress again and again for 
more military aid must seem a futile 
political gesture. Knowing Congress out 
of his long experience, he must have 
understood from the beginning that it 
was no more than sky-writing. 
As he began to make his appeals, 
there was an estimated $900 million in 
military supplies not yet sent to Saigon. 
Of this, $200 million was in the pipeline 
and up to $700 million obligated but not 
expended. 
The bureaucratic process being as 
cumbersome as it is, the committed 
materiel, much of it ammunition, has 
only 
recently 
been 
in 
the 
final 
forwarding stage. 
What Ford surely knew, too, was that 
even if Congress in, say, early March 
had appropriated the $722 million he was 
requesting, it would have been not 
weeks but months before the bulk of it, 
particularly complex items, could have 
been on the way. 
As one official put it, the real reason 
was morale. Congress could have told 
Nguyen Van Thieu and the world that 
the United States intended to stand 
behind the South Vietnamese and with 
this pledge Thieu’s armies would have 
fought on. 
In my opinion that is a highly doubtful 
proposition. The only thing that would 
have changed the situation is direct 


American intervention with bombers 
and troops. That is the morale builder 
Thieu had apparently continued to hope 
for. Which was understandable in a man 
trapped in the blind alley of his own 
past. 
It is truly remarkable that President 
Ford shared this view as he revealed in 
the CBS interview. The Congress, he 
said, "unfortunately” took away from 
the President in August 1973 the Cooper- 
Church amendment “the power to move 
in a military way to enforce the 
agreements that were signed in Paris." 
That can only mean that if he had not 
been hobbled by Congress he would have 
reopened American participation in the 
war, as the only way to save Thieu. 
We shall hear a great deal as the noose 
tightens and the end draws near about 
bloodbaths. 
Already we have seen 
nightly on television the desperate plight 
of 
the 
refugees 
fleeing 
from 
Communism. 
The 
horrors 
of 
the 
Communist takeover in Hue during the 
Tet offensive of 1968, burial alive for 
many victims, were written large. 
But in any accounting of blood hatreds 
it is well to remember there is much on 
both sides of the bloodstained ledger. 
When 
Secretary 
Kissinger’s 
peace 
negotiations with Hanoi broke down in 
Paris in mid-December 1972, President 
Nixon have the Communists 72 hours to 
go back to the table. 
When 
that 
deadline 
passed, 
he 
unleashed terror bombing on a scale 
never known before with fleets of B-52s, 
Phantoms and Navy fighter-bombers. 
In a two week period, much of Hanoi 
was razed. In the suburb of Thai 
Nguyen, nearly a thousand civilians 
were dead or 
wounded. 
The two 
principal hospitals and a dispensary 
were destroyed. On the walls left 
standing, angry slogans were chalked, 
"We 
will 
avenge our compatriots 
massacred by the Americans,” "Nixon, 
you will pay this blood debt. 
Opinion 
around 
the 
world 
was 
revolted. The newspaper Le Monde in 
Paris compared the bombing to the Nazi 
levelling of Guernica in the Spanish civil 
war. The revulsion publicly expressed 
reflected the intense feeling in almost 
every chancellery in the West. 
At the end of two weeks of carpet 
bombing, which by its very nature could 
have little relation to military targets, 
the Communists agreed to resume 
negotiations. At the end of the 24th 
round of talks in 42 months, the accords 
were signed - those accords that have 
proved no barrier at all against a 
resumption of the war.
